was threshed it was found that tha bill
tor threshing excesaded the valus of the
whéat by many doliars

That was the experience of the early
pionesr, not onca, bBut In meany ysars
There was no money In ciroulation In
those daye. When the men worked for
thiir neighbors they did not  recelve
money for thelr wages. Thair nelghbors
merely came over and worked for them
to balunce the account, or sise they “took
#t out" ‘n frult or In something one
family had that the other did not have
When they hauled preduce (o lown they
yoonived no cash for 1L Orocerion ware
iraded for corm and wheat and agEs.

Problem te Get the Dollar.

When young Loomis wanted ‘o testh
sthool he was dispcouraged to tind that
it vequitred & dollar as a fee for taking
thé tencher's examination.
